CATTLE DYING BY HUNDREDS 


' In South Dakota Prevent* Thora 
Deep S

HONESTKKL, S. D., Feb. 12.—Stock- 


men from the range country report that 
cattle are perishing by the hundreds. 
Arthur Crouse, living in Tripp county, 
has lost over 300 steers out of a bunch 
ut UOO. 


The deep snow begins about 30 miles 


west of here and thi entire range for 
100 miles west of that point is covered 
with snow to a- depth of two feet, mak- 
ing it impossible for stock to secure 
feed. 


Thirty head of two year old steers 


drifted in on the west side of this coun- 
ty and remained in a space of about one 
acre 
for 
three weeks. .When Jonnd 


eleven were dead and the entire bunch 
had no tails, they having been eaten by 
wolves.

steamer Dos Hermanos, who mutinied in 
August la»t at Port Virnc, island of Cat 
anijunmos, and murdered the chic'f en- 
gineer, steward and 
carpenter of the 


vessel, and wounded the captain, tho 
mate, the second engineer and one of the 
passengers, all Spaniards, were convicted 
of murder today. Three of the men were 
sentenced to be hanged and twenty-eight

life. 


The mutiny on board the Dos Her- 


manos was plotted under the leadership 
of a native boatswain of that vessel. The 
mutineers purposed 
to steal $150,000

the carpenter of the'ship were murdered 
while defending the others. During, the

IN RURAL DELIVERY 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 10.—Third assis- 


tant Postmaster General Madden- has 
issued a manual of instruction for 
the 


conduct of registry business in the rural 
free delivery service. 
The most impor- 


tant innovation provides for the regis- 
tration of letters and parcels left in the 
rural mail boxes, the carriers leaving the 
sender's receipt in the box. Formerly it 
was necessary for the sender to meet 
the carrier on the route. 


Rural carriers also are required to ac- 


cept for registration mail matter proper- 
ly prepared and offered by anyone that 
meets them while on duty. 


Store keepers on rural routes custom- 


arily receive the mail matter of their pa- 
trons, delivering it to them at -the first 
opportunity. 
Registered mail has 
not 


been ileli-vered in this, manner in the past, 
but it is provided now that 
on the 


written order which the addietwees are 
required to leave for the delivery of their 
mail 'to the storekeeper registered mail 
also will i lie delivered, except such ns is 
indorsed by llin senders "Deliver to ad- 
dre«sce only."

The only coal in the city, bituminous 


as well as anthracite, is that which is 
received by rail, and that go'cs as soon 
as it arrive.fi. The soft coal in' the local 
yards -is all contracted for and is as 
scarce as the better quality. There will 
not be a ton of surplus coal in Racine 
this winter or until boats begin to run, 
but the dealers give the assurances that 
they will T>e able to land enough of the 
product of the mines here by rail to fill 
the want* of the coal consumer. Since 
the advent of the present spell of warm 
weather the demand for coal has fallen 
off, about one-half. 


One of the firm of the Pugh Coal com- 


pany this morning said: "The coal fam- 
ine is a thing of the past. The demand 
for that product has fallen off over one- 
half since thfl warm weather set in. We 
have no1 surplus of either hard or soft 
coal, but we arc now getting coal by rail, 
which ultliough little in comparison with 
the 
receipts before the famine, fairly 


well-satisfies the present demand. -The 
market of coal.a* far as the supply-and 
demand goes is a trifle freer but the 
price per ton is the same as it hns.becn 
during the famine. 1 don't think (.here 
will .be any change in that respect i'J 
this section during this winter.

In cases where there are assets the" 


referee receives a further fee of 25 cents 
on each claim filed and 1 per cent on all 
dividends. 
;"Th« amendments to the law will applv 
to all.new business and not to the cases 
•pending. .The principal change is -the one 
in the elements of innocent- as well'as 
voidable-preferences. In- the amended 
law a person is deemed to/liave given' a 
preference if, being insolvent, 
he has, 


within four months before -.the filing 'of 
the -petition or after the filing of the 
petition, and before the adjudication, al- 
lowed a judgment to be taken against 
him. 
It.is provided further: that "where 


the preference consists in a transfer, the- 
period of four months shall not expire 
until four months after the date of the 
recording or registering of the transfer, 
if the recording or registering ia requir- 
ed by law." 
: 


NEW PROVISION OF THE LAW. 
The amended section makes the prefer- 


ence, if it is proved, voidable by 
the 


trustee, and provides -that he may sue to 
recover the amount in any state court 
which would have had 
jurisdiction if 


bankruptcy had not intervened. 


The law provides four new objections 


to discharge, which if proved, will pre- 
vent the bankrupt from getting a release 
from his debts. The judge may not dis- 
charge the bankrupt if, "he hns obtained 
property on false statement in writing 
made for the purpose of obtaining prop- 
erty on credit or at any time subsequent 
to the first day of the four months im- 
mediately the filing of the petition trans-, 
ferred, removed, destroyed, or concealed, 
or permitted the removal, 
destruction^ 


or concealment of any of his property 
with intent to defraud, hinder or delay 
his creditors; or in voluntary- proceed- 
ings been granted, a discharge in bank- 
ruptcy within six j-ears: or in the course 
of the bankruptcy proceedings refused to 
obey any lawful order of the court, or 
refused to answer any material question 
approved by the court. 


TESTIMONY BY THE WJFE.

Tt might be well if a number of 


the curs around town without a protect-

their dogs. 


This morning a large black Newfound- 


land dog belonging to James Norgaard 
acted strangely at the corner of Fourth 
and Main streets and went around to the 
alley 
by Bassinger's barn 
where 
it 


snapped at a hor;*e belonging to W, C. 
Tiede. Three shots were fired at the ani- 
mal, but the lead refused to go straight, 
and the dog escaped with its life. Down 
the alley the cur went howling and was 
lost sight of. The animal was frothing 
at the mouth and- looked1 very much as 
if it was mad. 
' 
' 


A.valuable shepherd .dog, the. property 


of George Shaw, the mail carrier, was 
Killed by the owner on-account of.-the 
strange actions of the animal- : It'seems 
that on last Saturday morning- it was 
first-noticed that the dog acted strange 
and became very savage and in order to 
be on the safe side a stream of bullets 
was pumped into the hide of the suppos- 
ed mad dog. This ended its career on 
this earth and the animal was given a 
burial 
which any dog may well 
feel 


proud of. What made the. dog act so 
strangely cannot be understood by the 
owner a» never before had the canine 
made an attempt to attack any one. 


There are a number of ugly looking 


curs wandering about our streets with-, 
out a home, and it is necessary' for them 
to become ugly in order to obtain food 
and wator. It would seem as long as a 
resolution has been passed upon by the 
common council ordering all 
persons 


owning dogs to muzzle the same that. 
the request would be complied with, hut 
there seems to be a few who think thev 
know it all and say they cannot be com- 
pelled to do as requested to. These per- 
sons should be taught that the law is 
supreme and when the dog belonging to 
him is seen unmuzzled, kill it. 


At about 10:30 o'clock this morning a 


dog having a muzzle on made its ap- 
pearance near the Racine high school and 
cnased a,woman who happened to be in. 
the direction which the animal was go- 
ing- The animal was white "at' ' t'Ke 
mouth and vainly endeavored to release 
the straps which! held his mouth ^"ecure- 
ly. The brute would roll, then jump 
•up howling and,wpulc] snap at trees, tel- 
egraph poles and anything, which was in 
its path. Who the'animal .belonged-'€o 
could not be learned., but for a few min- 
utes excitement prevailed: in this secVibn 
of t h e city.

Later a dog supposed to be the same 


one, was seen on Lake avenue and a pe- 
destrian seeing the dog come for him 
fired several bullets at it, and if the an- 
imal was hit it did not show the effects 
as it continued on its journey and pro- 
ceeded south on the street. At times 
the dog would lay directly over the mid- 
dle of the sidewalk and here remain for 
a length of time when it would spring 
up and chase other dogs but no harm 
\vas done as the animal supposed to be 
mad was muzzled which prevented him 
from harming any one. 


'If every dog in Racine could be muz- 


zled for a period of six months there 
would be no more rabies," said one of 
the local physicians today. "By saying 
muzzles I don't mean some of these pet 
dog ribbon adornments as .is the style 
among the Racine canines, but muzzles 
that will protect the public from biles. 
Just now is the right time to have the 
dog's faces caged, because it is during 
the winter and early spring..that rabies 
is mostly spread. Contrt, -V to the su- 
perstition tnat the summer .months are 
tnc ones during which a dog'is. most lia- 
ble to become mad, there are few gen- 
uine cases of rabies developed at that 
time. Warm weather seems to kill the 
rabies germ, while during the 
cold 


months it thrives. There are more cases 
of 
rabies and hpdrophobia. in. Racine 


now 
than there have .been in former 


years, and the condition is becoming 
quite alarming. A rabied dog is capable 
of inoculating another animal as much 
as eight days be.foi'e'he shows any pro- 
nounced,symptoms of the disease-"

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 10.—Up to the 


present" moment the central committee 
for th« relief of the famine sufferers in 
northern 
Sweden have received 
from 


America 
about $17.500. Besides

for distribution 
to the 
needy. The 


American donations sent to the central 
committee are under the.express proviso 
that they are not—to be distributed in 
the shape'of loans or for the payment of * 
labor on the specially organized relief 
works.

Mr. Donald of Dane county presented 


a bill compelling owners of 
merry-go-

Senator Beach introduced a bill in- 


creasing the annual appropriation to the 
State Dairymen's association from $2,000 
to $4,000 a year. 


Senator Miller presented 
two 
bills 


along the lines of the governors mes- 
sage. They extend the term, of office of 
the state labor statistician from four to 
six years, and provide for an additional 
clerk in hU office. 


-Mr. Ekern of Trempealeau presented a 


bill prohibiting any party designations 
on ballots for school and judicial officers 
and "providing separate ballots therefor. 
. Mr. Whitson of Lincoln presented a 
bill providing a new system for securing 
and preserving Vital statistics. The 
measure is practically identical with the 
Michigan law. It provides that the vi- 
tal statistics shall- be. gathered by the 
city, village, and town clerks, and re- 
ported to a state board of health, and 
whose salary is to be $2,500, and who is 
to have $5,000 a year for clerk hire and 
other office expenses. 


A bill appropriating $2,000'a year for 


the governor's contingent fund was in- 
troduced by Mr. Frear of Eau Claire 
county. He also presented a bill author- 
izing the state game warden to allow 
game birds to "be taken and transported 
for propagating .purposes. 


The report of the state board of con- 


trol on prison contract labor will.soon 
be made, public- The report will insist 
on the employment of the_state convicts 
and that no plan has l:iecii;devised by or- 
ganized labor to do away with the con- 
tract feature/.

The people of the cities pay the bills, 
and it is their right to say what those 
bills sjiall be. It is absolutely silly to 
suppose that members of the legislature 
from all over the state arc better quali- 
fied to fix the salaries of city officers 
than the people who live in the cities. 
Such paternalism should not be tolerat- 
ed by the people of the 
cities.

There arc sonic things which properly 
come within the jurisdiction of the leg- 
islature, but purely local matters should 
be Sett to the people interested."

Safely in Port After-18

CHANNEL, Newfoundland, Feb.. 12.— 


The revenue cucter Seminole from'. .Bos- 


ton, 
Mass., has arrived, safely at. Port 


Basr(iia, after a terrific battle .lasting 
eighteen hours with he;ivy Arctic.ice. . 


The Seminole is now 100 miles ^fiioni 


the imprisoned fishermen in th'e Bay of 
Islands. Between this point and where 
a dozen or more schooners, some Ameri- 
can arc held fast in the frozen sea still 
heavier ice must be encountered before 
the Seminole can succeed in reaching her 
destination. 


The Canadians who for more than a 


month have endeavored in vain to pene- 
trate the ice field, have given up hope of 
reaching their countrymen in the Boy of 
Islands. 
They -think ft impossible for 


the Seminole to force her way through 
the pack of ice, but the Americans will 
make the effort after coal and more pro- 
visions are added to the revenue cut- 
ter's stores. 


No word has been heard from the fish- 


ermen since one of the fleet which escap- 
ed the ice, stopped at this port and re- 
ported the plight of the others, it is be- 
lieved the men on the ill-fated ships are 
in danger of starvation and grave fears 
are entertained that many have suc- 
cumbed to the cold. The Seminole carries 
an extra, supply of clothing, blankets and 
medicines. She will attempt to break up 
the ice about the fleet, but if unable to 
do this will try to get near enough to the 
vessels to remove -the crew*. 


The crisis.of the.effects in this city 


of the great coal famine is past; accord- 
ing .to the statements of .the.local deal- 
ers. They, however, have no stocks on 
hand and are only able.to get enough to 
the city to meet the dernan'd. In the 
price .there has been no change, and as 
the: dealers-predict, there is no likeli- 
hood of being'any until the lake naviga- 
tion opens. 


The only coal in the city, bituminous 


as well as anthracite, is that which is 
received by rail, and that go'cs as soon 
as it arrives. The soft coal in the local 
yards-is all contracted for and is "as 
scarce as the better quality. 
There will 


not be a ton of surplus coal in Eacinc 
this winter or until boats begin to run, 
but the dealers give the assurances that 
they will "be able to land enough of-the 
product of the mines here by rail to fill 
the wants of the-coal consumer. Since 
the advent of the present spell of warm' 
weather the demand for coal has fallen 


off, about one-half. 


One of the firm of the Pugh Coal com- 


pany this morning said: "The coal fam- 
ine is a tiling of the past. The demand 
for that product has fallen off over one- 
half since the warm weather set in. We 
have no surplus of either hard or- soft 
coal, but we are now getting coal by rail, 
which, altliough little in comparison with 
the . receipts before the famine, . fairly 
well-satisfies the present demand. -The 
market of coal,as far as the supply and 
demand goes is a trifle freer but the 
price .per ton is.tlie same as it has.been 
during the famine. I don't think (.here 
will.be any change in that respect iu 
this section during this winter. 


"The coal which we'now are receiving 


was ordered about two months ago. The 
first lot came .during the last week.in 
January and so, fa,c. have received.about 
300 tons, all o£<\vhieh went as fast as we 
got it. This morning we got three- oar 
loads. There are no erics for eoal now. 
.From now on thcs .people need have ns 
.fears as the supply by rail will be suili- 
cient. to carry us, through the winter."i
